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1. Trolley Problem 


Trolley problem is a thought experiment, where an user/an 
agent is in a decision making scenario of either saving ’n’ or 
saving ‘n+m’ (n, m>0) lives given a set of contrasting 


conditions in favor of the fewer number(n). 


Scenario 1: Imagine there is a railway track, which is getting 
bifurcated into two and the agent(you) are at a place where 
it is convenient to change the track of the train. One railway 
track has five children who are carelessly playing and in the 
other track, there is one person walking towards his 
destination, knowing that there will be no train that will be 
crossing the track, anytime sooner. When the train comes, 
as a bystander the agent doesn't have time to alert the five 
people and might/might not know the intrinsic details and 
has to take an action based on instincts. What will be the 
course of action, if he knows that in the course of saving 
five lives, he is going to kill an innocent person walking 
along the tracks or if he doesn’t take any action of changing 


track, the five children will be killed ? Saving five lives could 
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be called, ‘utilitarianism’- greater good for greater number 
of people, whereas killing one person in the process could 
be called, ‘a murder’- a categorical mistake, which might 


give a guilt conscience. 


Scenario 2: Imagine the agent is standing in the railway 
platform and five (new, naive or expert) people are working 
on the tracks at some distance and the agent is aware of it. 
A train is approaching, there is a fat man who is near the 
train in the platform and there is no one else in the station, 
which means there is no one watching. If he is pushed 
directly by hands, or there is some indirect switch 
mechanism, such as pushing the trolley on which he is 
resting, which will trigger the result of the fat man falling in 
front of the train that will make train will stop. Will the 
agent do the action and which action will the agent prefer 
or will the agent not prefer to take any action at all, 


resigning to fate(fatalism)? 


The trolley problem has been the scenario of taking the 
blue pill vs the red pill for protagonist Neo in, "The Matrix' 
movie, where one pill is supposed to save his love interest 
and the other the people of the planet, to put it simply. 


There are plenty of such case scenarios in movies, perhaps 
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might be in real life as well and sometimes, it is been played 
over and over again repeatedly, as the same set of events 
differently based on different set of actions. In a way, the 
trolley problem could also be restated as being objective vs 
being subjective or to put in layman terms, following the 
mind(reason) versus what the heart(pride, emotion, 
intuition). The answers vary from person to person and 
need not be the same; And it is to be noted that, some 
problems need not have any necessary choice of action, 
simply because it is been asked to choose. Inaction(not 
choosing) is also a choice, but nevertheless a difficult 
choice, for having to be the lone person in not joining a 


bandwagon. 


Why not inaction? What if in the scenario 1, the train which 
is changed tracks collides with another train after sometime 
or the track is not fully constructed, killing people in the 
train, saving five lives has costed many lives, in the name of 
ignorance or the agent has the knowledge that if he 
performs that railway track changing action, he will be 
doing a penal offense and be punished severely, possibly 
hanged, leaving his family in a spot of financial bother. Will 


the agent still do the action and try to be humanitarian, 
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which might go in his mind through bandwagon 
appeal(popularity) or respect for reason(rationality) ? Over 
the course of time, he may well forget that incident and live 


happily, if he didn't rush or act hastily at that point of time. 


A similar argument could be presented for scenario 2, the 
fat man can stand for the prejudice that the agent might 
have against certain kinds of people with certain features. 
Pushing the man directly with hands vs smartly pushing the 
trolley through legs or some other indirect trigger 
mechanism, is going to have the same result, but if one life 
is to be sacrificed, the ultimate benefit of saving five lives 
will be taken as the end purpose and the guilt conscience 
could be reduced by one action over another. Arguments 
could be presented in favor and against both actions and 
henceforth, it is subjective and no universal solution could 
be presented. Agent could feel morally right based on their 
beliefs; a trade-off has to be made. It is not possible to 
follow utilitarianism and avoid categorical mistake in this 


problem.

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THE ESSAY: 


The title phrase was borrowed from “Allusions and 
Reflections” and the chapter “Double Aphrodites and her 


reflections in renaissance philosophy”. 


Idea as an external thought or suggestion: 


Assuming ideas to be like the laminar(smooth or regular) 
flow(rather than turbulent flow) of a fluid in a pipe, they 
help a man to proceed with his actions or even if a man 
does actions involuntarily/regularly, there must be some 
ideas that must come as input through auditory, visual, 
touch, taste and smell (five senses). In chemical 
engineering, laminar flow rate in a pipe can be determined 
by calculating the flow at a small point or area and then 
integrating for the full area of the pipe. Similarly, taking a 
single idea, I will try to proceed. How can it enter from 
external source? It can come through an external 
medium(TV, radio, internet) or a social contact/ 
circles(trusted and unknown). When the medium is trusted 
or the contact is trusted, ideas get reiterated(integrated 


form) or only the desirable ideas get reiterated and they 
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quickly get converted to actions. If there are different set of 
ideas, it is like having different types of fluids flow in a pipe 
and there will be viscosity(resistance) to the flow. Also 
equally, how well each idea is flowing(the density) is to be 
considered. The analogy between flow of a fluid and ideas 
ends here. Now returning to the title, ‘Ideas entering the 
mind externally and self detonating’; The title is a truism, at 
least with regards to my personal experience. It need not 
be detonated using will power of the individual; if the 
individual is able and well, the idea can detonate at any 
time. The scenario of, individual consciously trying to avoid 
that suggestion or idea is not workable. Maximum that the 
individual can do is try avoiding that idea by being strong 
and busy enough with other set of actions and ideas; As a 
result, over time, the individual will distance himself from 


its impact and forget about it. 


What can an idea do to a person? (Pause/think for a minute) 


1. A person might remember or might have forgot that he 
had a suggestion from a source and carried out some 
actions and thereby becoming a habit. 

2. 2. By repeated reminders or its eccentricity, he could 


constantly be thinking/wondering about that idea. The 
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idea could be clogging the mind like a blood clot and the 
source or similar which had been the perpetrator would 
term it as pathological nature of the psyche or some 
other medical term. For example, in negative case 
scenarios, a person might attribute country’s policies or 
failure of a relationship or might attribute the strictness 
or inefficacy of the educational institution for getting his 
life’s energy sucked or having got below par education. 
If he is a pragmatist cum optimist(a kind of 
Epicureanism or eudaimonia), he proceeds on with life, 
as, if he still remains thinking of the past, it can have 
simply have moments of unhappiness and he will like to 


have/enjoy at least other perks in life. 


Assuming mind to be like a culture medium(broth) in a 


bioreactor, containing ideas(microbial cells), under perfect 


conditions(willing recipient and right source for the idea), 


the ideas grow(proliferate) and then when the nutrients are 


lacking or waste products accumulate(side effects), the 


ideas(like cells), just like microbes, ideas will stop growth 


and die. If it is something like a bioreactor, that is someone 


taking care of the necessities and troubles of the mind, 


everything goes planned, i.e. there is no free will. The mind

could be called ‘idea-reactor’. The analogy for the mind 
may not be as perfect as a set of computer memories 
connected via network, as shown in some movies like ‘The 
Matrix’ and also it is to be noted that each microbial cell 
has plenty of processes going on and getting a microbial 
strain is a painstaking process in itself. The final point that 
can be noted is, like every kind of microbe(idea), every idea 
just will have a death phase. There is no talk/analogy of 
viruses which don’t have a life outside, but consume life 


when within. 


Ideas that come from within: 


Microbes can be found in different environmental 
conditions and it is found in human digestive tracts and 
some help in digestion like probiotics. Similarly ideas can 
occur under different environmental conditions and they 
need not be only input signals, they can be 
inferences(outputs) as well. And when they are send in 
again to the system(mind), it forms a kind of signal device. 
If the signals get amplified, the mind behaves in a way like 
amplifier and reacts in a way, it might not intend. There is 


repentance/apology or a distraction or a longing for 
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knowledge/improvement. While I write this, I would like to 
mention Shiv Khera’s words in ‘You can Win!’, ‘The tragedy 
is that there are many walking encyclopedias who are living 
failures.’. So, even though a signal failure doesn’t mean 
life(mind) in itself a failure or any writer for this matter is a 
success, it is often times getting projected onto the mind 


through sources unconsciously. 


If having a counseling session with a psychiatrist is 
projected as desirable and knowing different disease names 
is sometimes projected as desirable for proper diagnosis 
and prognosis(ideas), based on my understanding from 
watching movies/internet(source), then If I reiterate those 
ideas or trust the source completely, I will believe in it, 
even though it need not be always the case scenario. Self- 
help in the first case and if fear of a disease prevails, 
prevention of certain events like eating, drinking habits, 
avoiding obsession with certain things(being overzealous) 
can also help, rather than expecting miraculous and chance 
outcomes. So, the idea is invalidated. Can this wisdom be 
obtained by thinking and pure speculation and more 
consultation? Difficult and it can only be obtained practical 


experience. 
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Life need not be perfect and meaningful; this has been the 
message, when I had many questions in college or in IT 
company; 'You need not be a student Vivekananda, looking 
in for Guru Ramakrishna nor become a fake saint either, in 
the process. It is to be noted that, Vivekananda was a 
mendicant(Bagavathi Bikshaam Devi!) monk who became 
inspired and a guru. Not everyone can be enlightened 
(inspired or know some truth) and need be enlightened, 
but there is sometimes a thirst(trishna as in Buddhism) 
kindled somewhere mostly by the spirit(i.e. out of nowhere 
through curiosity) but could be blamed on a source, 
nevertheless(like reading a text, watching a news). But 
some enlightened are marketed as gurus/saints. These are 
some of the categories of saints/gurus; mendicant monks or 
materialistic lifestyle believing gurus or fake saints in India. 
Whether everyone is enlightened or correct is a question 
apart. So, something like search for truth or some force like 
belief, idealism(perfection), drives everyone and they settle 
finally in something called, ‘peace’, ‘mental calmness’, 
‘ashram’ or as a ‘wrong advertisement for a guru’. Can 
being materialistic, altruistic(helping others), 


stoic(preaching virtue), disciplined, knowledgeable, in the 
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right mix succeed in the long run or a singular thing at its 
zenith is desired ? It’s a question that I saw bewildering 
some people I know who discuss vigorously whenever 
some relevant news flashes. It is no doubt that an 


idea(belief or disbelief) had got self-detonated successfully!

The above three movie names can be translated in terms of 
propositional logic: A or B ? A or B or C?, A is true. 
Propositional logic has propositions(that is statements) as 
true and not ask to choose between A or B. It asserts the 
truth statement. In one recent Tamil movie, Mahaan(2022), 
the protagonist Mahaan(His Greatness- Vikram) in climax 
asserts where there is no Sathya(another character, but he 
alludes to truth), there is no place for Arivu(another 
character, but alluding to wisdom). These are some simple 
propositional logic(or its kind) statements, which can be 
interpreted easily; there might be many based on fuzzy 
logic or any other model or simply there might not be any 
as some English movies are titled ‘Analyze This’, ‘Analyze 
That’. So, in one end there are some movie names which 
provoke wisdom, truth, curiosity and at the other end there 


are some which ask to cut down such curiosity. Just like 
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light has a wide spectrum or a magnet has two ends, these 
two scenarios can be taken as two ends. No doubt, the 
content will be appropriately packed and it is mostly 
advertised as for time pass or entertainment and 
henceforth, not to be taken as a source of 
knowledge(epistemological). Or the movie names listed in 1 
and 2 could be simply paradoxical questions. Statement 3 
can be reverse encoded as, ‘Work is worship as it translates 


to money’. 


But, in the age of television, there are reminders of the 
events that were contained in that package, when shuffled 
through channels and it helps in some moments of 
temporarily living through that moments or helps in the 
process of catharsis in real life. A few real world activities 
like trekking, exercising have become part of life and they 
too help in moments of catharsis. So, what is true in real 
life may not be true in movies or scenes(say ~A(not A in 
propositional logic) is true in movies) . Though this is 
common knowledge, just like ants getting attracted to sugar 
through the receptors in their antennas, people love 
happiness and possibly in order to keep in good 


spirits(Aristotle’s eudaimonia) and out of free will or wrong 
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guidance or stupidity/ignorance or some other reason, the 
agent(human) gets associated with not A(untruth) and 
decides to live with it and finds unhappiness, inability in 
real life. The question is can the art and artist be blamed ? 
The answer is NO. If the problem can be traced back, it 
might be traced back to childhood, where stories such as 
‘Alice in Wonderland’ or ‘Panchatantra’ or ‘Comics’ or 
‘Amar Chitra Katha'(ACK), ‘Once upon a time, there lived a 
king/queen.. stories be dated back, where questions 
pertaining truth were curbed due to incomprehensibility or 
laziness or social circle or fantasy. There is no one to be 
blamed on! If the agent copies good morals from ACK 
comics and sees repeatedly cosmetic worse case scenarios 
in life through entertainment and wonders or tries to filter 
out bad data and get good morals but fails can the bad data 
to him be blamed? The filter that he has kept is to be 
blamed and so, in next scenario, he changes the filter or 
perspective without guidance. Now, who is to be blamed ? 
And the final case scenario, the agent is curious and he is 
rational(reasoning person who thinks he can understand) if 
taught, but the teacher looks good to ugly and the river or 
sea looks wide, deep enough and the teacher pushes the 


student onto the pool/river and asks to swim, but the 
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student doesn’t trust the teacher and says doesn’t know 
how to swing arms and legs and the teacher simply 


watches; now, who is to be blamed?

Pancake is 
simply one such dish and like a child, whatever is been 
prohibited or has some clauses, or because of some 
reason listed previously, the mind always like to know 
more. The pancake is in some ways delicious whenever

Arrived at a mature age, their feelings began to experience 
some alteration. As their early hopes, to which they had 
perseveringly adhered, failed of realisation, they no longer 
put faith in them. But, on the other hand, present 
happiness isolated from anticipation of the future, did not 
suffice them; especially seeing that, either from habit or 
because the charm of a first acquaintanceship had worn off, 
nature and all the incidents of[Pg 2] life gave them much 
less pleasure than at first. They travelled over the earth, 
and visited the most distant lands. This they could easily 
do, because there were neither seas, mountains, nor 
obstacles of any kind to oppose them. After a few years, 
most men had proved the finite nature of the earth, the 
boundaries of which were by no means so remote as to be 
unattainable. They found too, that all countries of the 


world, and all men, with but slight differences, were alike. 
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These discoveries I so greatly increased their discontent, 
that a weariness of life became prevalent among men even 
before they had passed the threshold of manhood. And as 
men grew older, this feeling gradually transformed itself 
into a hatred of existence, so that at length, seized by 
despair, they in one way or another hesitated not to 


abandon the light and life once so beloved. 


It seemed to the gods a shocking thing that living creatures 
should prefer death to life, and should destroy themselves 
for no other reason than that they were weary of existence. 
It also amazed them beyond measure to find their gifts held 
in such contempt, and so unequivocally rejected by men. 
They thought the world had been endowed with sufficient 
beauty, goodness, and harmony to make it not merely a 
bearable, but even a highly enjoyable place of residence for 
every living thing, and especially for man, whom they had 
fabricated with peculiar care, and a marvellous perfection. 
At the same time, touched with a deep feeling of 
compassion for the distress men exhibited, they began to 
fear lest the renewal and increase of these deplorable 
actions might not soon result in the extinction of the 


human race, contrary to destiny, and they would thus lose 
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the most perfect work of their creation, and be deprived of 


the honours they received from men. 


Jove determined therefore to improve the condition of 
men, since it seemed necessary, and to increase the means 
whereby they might obtain happiness. They complained of 
the deceitfulness of things; which were[Pg 3] neither as 
great, beautiful, perfect, nor varied as they at first imagined 
them to be; but were, on the contrary, small, imperfect, 
and monotonous. They derived no pleasure from their 
youth; still less were they satisfied with the times of 
maturity, and old age. Their infancy alone gave them 
pleasure, and yearning for the sweetness of their early 
days, they besought Jove to make their condition one of 
perpetual childhood. But the god could not satisfy them in 
this matter; for it was contrary to the laws of nature, and 
the divine decrees and intentions. Neither could he 
communicate his own infinity to mortal creatures, nor the 
world itself, any more than he could bestow infinite 
happiness and perfection on men and things. It seemed 
best to him to extend the limits of creation, at the same 
time increasing the world's diversity and beauty. In 


fulfilment of this intention, he enlarged the earth on all 
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sides; and made the sea to flow as a separation between 
inhabited places, so that it might vary the aspect of things, 
and by severing their roads, prevent men from easily 
discovering the confines of the world. He also designed the 
sea to serve as a vivid representation of the infinity which 
they desired. Then it was that the waters covered the island 
Atlantis, as well as many other vast tracts of country; but 
the remembrance of this island alone has survived the 


multitude of centuries that have passed since that time. 


Jove formed valleys by lowering certain places; and by 
exalting others he created hills and mountains. He 
bespread the night with stars; purified the atmosphere; 
increased the brilliancy and light of day; intensified the 
colours of the sky and the country, and gave them more 
variety. He also mixed the generations of men, so that the 
aged of one generation were contemporaneous with the 
children of another. Above all, Jove determined to multiply 
resemblances of that infinity for which men so eagerly 
craved. He could not really satisfy them, but wishing to 
soothe and appease their imagination, which[Pg 4] he 
knew had been the chief source of their happiness in 


childhood, he employed many expedients like that of the 
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sea. He created the echo, and hid it in valleys and caverns, 
and gave to the forests a dull deep whispering, conjoined 
with a mysterious undulation of their tree-tops. He created 
also the gorgeous land of dreams, and gave men power to 
visit it in their sleep. There they could experience such 
perfect happiness as could not in reality be accorded to 
them. This served as a substitute for the vague unrealisable 
conception of felicity formed by men within themselves, 
and to which Jove himself could not have given any real 


expression, had he desired to do so. 


By these means the god infused new strength and vigour 
into the minds of men, and endeared life to them again, so 
that they were full of admiration for the beauty and 
immensity of nature. This happy state lasted longer than 
the previous one. Its duration was chiefly due to the 
diversity of ages among men, whereby those who were 
chilled and wearied with their experience of the world, 
were comforted by the society of others full of the ardency 


and hopefulness of youth. 


But in process of time this novelty wore off, and men again 


became discontented and wearied with life. So despondent 
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did they become, that then is said to have originated the 
custom attributed by history to certain ancient nations; the 
birth of a child was celebrated with tears, and the death of 
a parent was the occasion of rejoicing for his deliverance.|[1] 
At length wickedness became universal. This was either 
because men thought that Jove disregarded them, or 
because it is the nature of misfortune to debase even the 


noblest minds. 


It is a popular error to imagine that man's misfortunes are 
the result of his impiety and iniquity. On the contrary, his 


wickedness is the consequence of his misfortunes. 


The gods avenged themselves for their injuries, and 
punished mortals for their renewed perverseness, by the 
deluge of Deucalion. There were only two survivors of this 
shipwreck of the human race, Deucalion and Pyrrha. These 
unhappy ones were filled with the sense of their 
wretchedness, and far from regretting the loss of all their 
fellows, themselves loudly invoked death from the summit 
of a rock. But Jove commanded them to remedy the 
depopulation of the earth, and seeing that they had not the 


heart to beget a new generation, directed them to take 
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stones from the hill-sides, and cast them over their 
shoulders. From these stones men were created, and the 


earth was again peopled. 


The history of the past had enlightened Jove as to the 
nature of men, and had shown him that it is not sufficient 
for them, as for other animals, merely to live in a state of 
freedom from sorrow and physical discomfort. He knew 
that whatever their condition of life, they would seek the 
impossible, and if unpossessed of genuine evils, would 
torment themselves with imaginary ones. The god resolved 
therefore to employ new means for the preservation of the 
miserable race. For this purpose he used two especial 
artifices. In the first place, he strewed life with veritable 
evils; and secondly, instituted a thousand kinds of business 
and labour, to distract men as much as possible from self- 
contemplation, and their desires for an unknown and 


imaginary happiness. 


He began by sending a multitude of diseases, and an 
infinite number of other calamities among them, with the 
intention of varying the conditions of life so as to obviate 


the feeling of satiety which had resulted before, and to 
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induce men to esteem the good things they possessed so 
much the more by contrast with these new evils. The god 
hoped that men would be better able to bear the absence of 
the happiness they longed for, when occupied and under 
the discipline of suffering. He also determined by means of 
these physical infirmities and exertions, to reduce the 
vigour of men's minds, to humble their pride, to make 
them bow the head to necessity, and be more contented 
with their lot. He knew that disease and misfortune would 
operate as a preventive to the committal of those acts of 
suicide which had formerly been rife; for they would not 
only make men cowardly and weak, but would help to 
attach them to life by the hope of an existence free from 
such sufferings. For it is a characteristic of the unfortunate 
that they imagine happiness will wait on them as soon as 
the immediate cause of their present misfortune is 


removed. 


Jove then created the winds and the rain-clouds, prepared 
the thunder and lightning, gave the trident to Neptune, 
launched comets, and arranged eclipses. By means of these 
and other terrible signs, he resolved to frighten mortals 


from time to time, knowing that fear and actual danger 
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would temporarily reconcile to life, not only the unhappy, 
but even those who most detested and were most disposed 


to put an end to their existence. 


As a cure for the idleness of the past, Jove gave to mena 
taste and desire for new foods and drinks, unprocurable, 
however, without the greatest exertions. Previous to the 
deluge men had lived on water, herbs, and such fruits as 
were yielded by the earth and the trees, just as certain 
people of California and other places live even in the 
present day. He assigned different climates to different 
countries, and appointed the seasons of the year. Hitherto 
there had been no diversity of temperature in any place, 
but the atmosphere was uniformly so equable and mild that 
men were ignorant of the use of clothing. Now, however, 
they were obliged to exert themselves industriously to 


remedy the inclemency and changeability of the weather. 


Jove gave Mercury command to lay the foundations of the 
first cities, and to divide men into different races, nations, 
and languages, separated by feelings of rivalry and discord. 
He was also commissioned to teach them music and those 


other arts, which, owing to their nature and origin, are still 
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called divine. Jove himself distributed laws and 
constitutions to the new nations. Finally, as a supreme gift, 
he sent among men certain sublime and superhuman 
Phantoms, to whom he committed very great influence and 
control over the people of the earth. They were called 
Justice, Virtue, Glory, Patriotism, &c. Among these 
Phantoms was one named Love, which then first entered 
the world. For previous to the introduction of clothes, the 
sexes were drawn towards one another by merely a brute 
instinct, far different from love. The feeling was 
comparable to that which we experience towards articles of 


food and such things, that we desire, but do not love. 


By these divine decrees the condition of man was infinitely 
ameliorated, and rendered easier and pleasanter than 
before; in spite of the fatigues, sufferings, and terrors which 
were now inseparable from humanity. And this result was 
chiefly due to the wonderful chimeras, whom some men 
regarded as genii, others as gods, and whom they followed 
with an intense veneration and enthusiasm for a very long 
time. To such a pitch was their ardour excited by the poets 
and artists of the times, that numbers of men did not 


hesitate to sacrifice their lives to one or other of these 
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Phantoms. Far from displeasing Jove, this fact gratified him 
exceedingly, for he judged that if men esteemed their life a 
gift worthy of sacrifice to these fine and glorious illusions, 
they would be less likely to repudiate it as before. This 
happy state of affairs was of longer duration than the 
preceding ages. And even when after the lapse of many 
centuries, a tendency to decline became apparent, 
existence, thanks to these bright illusions, was still easy and 
bearable enough, up to a time not very far distant from the 
present. This decline was chiefly due to the facility with 
which men were able to satisfy their wants and desires; the 
growing inequality between men in their[Pg 8] social and 
other conditions, as they receded farther and farther from 
the republican models founded by Jove; the reappearance 
of vanity and idleness as a consequence of this 
retrocession; the diminishing interest with which the 
variety of life's incidents inspired them; and many other 
well-known and important causes. Again men were filled 
with the old feeling of disgust for their existence, and again 
their minds clamoured for an unknown happiness, 


inconsistent with the order of nature. 
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But the total revolution of the fortunes of men, and the end 
of that epoch which we nowadays designate as the "old 
world," was due to one especial influence. It was this. 
Among the Phantoms so appreciated by the ancients was a 
certain one called Wisdom. This Phantom had duly 
contributed to the prosperity of the times, and like the 
others received high honour from men, a number of whom 
consecrated themselves to her service. She had frequently 
promised her disciples to show them her mistress, the 
Truth, a superior spirit who associated with the gods in 
heaven, whence she had never yet descended. The 
Phantom assured them that she would bring Truth among 
men, and that this spirit would exercise so marvellous an 
influence over their life, that in knowledge, perfection, and 
happiness they would almost rival the gods themselves. But 
how could a shadow fulfil any promise, much less induce 
the Truth to descend to earth? So after a long confiding 
expectancy, men perceived the falseness of Wisdom. At the 
same time, greedy of novelty because of the idleness of 
their life, and stimulated partly by ambition of equalling the 
gods, and partly by the intensity of their yearning for the 
happiness they imagined would ensue from the possession 


of Truth, they presumptuously requested Jove to lend them 
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this noble spirit for a time, and reproached him for having 
so long jealously withheld from men the great advantages 
that would follow from the presence of Truth. They with 
one accord expressed dissatisfaction with their[Pg 9] lot, 
and renewed their former hateful whinings about the 
meanness and misery of human things. The Phantoms, 
once so dear to them, were now almost entirely 
abandoned, not that men had discerned the unreality of 
their nature, but because they were so debased in mind 
and manners as to have no sympathy with even the 
appearance of goodness. Thus they wickedly rejected the 
greatest gift of gods to men, and excused themselves by 
saying that none but inferior genii had been sent on earth, 
the nobler ones, whom they would willingly have 
worshipped, being retained in heaven. 

Many things long before this had contributed to lessen the 
goodwill of Jove towards men, especially the magnitude 
and number of their vices and crimes, which were far in 
advance of those punished by the deluge. He was out of 
patience with the human race, the restless and 
unreasonable nature of which exasperated him. He 
recognised the futility of all effort on his part to make men 


happy and contented. Had he not enlarged the world,

multiplied its pleasures, and increased its diversity? Yet all 
things were soon regarded by men (desirous and at the 
same time incapable of infinity) as equally restricted and 
valueless. Jove determined therefore to make a perpetual 
example of the human race. He resolved to punish men 
unsparingly, and reduce them to a state of misery far 
surpassing their former condition. Towards the attainment 
of this end, he purposed sending Truth among men, not for 
a time only as they desired, but for eternity, and giving her 
supreme control and dominion over the human race, 


instead of the Phantoms that were now so greatly despised. 


The other gods marveled at this decision of Jove, as likely to 
exalt the human race to a degree prejudicial to their own 
dignity. But he explained to them that all genii are not 
beneficial, and that apart from this, it was not of the nature 
of Truth to produce the same results among men as with 
the gods. For whereas to the gods[Pg 10] she unveiled the 
eternity of their joy, to mortals she would expose the 
immensity of their unhappiness, representing it to them 
not as a matter of chance, but as an inevitable and 
perpetual necessity. And since human evils are great in 


proportion as they are believed to be so by their victims, it 
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may be imagined how acute an affliction Truth will prove to 
men. The vanity of all earthly things will be apparent to 
them; they will find that nothing is genuine save their own 
unhappiness. Above all, they will lose hope, hitherto the 
greatest solace and support of life. Deprived of hope, they 
will have nothing to stimulate them to any exertions; 
consequently work, industry, and all mental culture will 
languish, and the life of the living will partake of the 
inertness of the grave. Yet in spite of their despair and 
inactivity, men will still be tormented by their old longing 
for happiness intensified and quickened, because they will 
be less distracted by cares, and the stir of action. They will 
also be deprived of the power of imagination, which in 
itself could mysteriously transport them into a state of 


happiness comparable to the felicity for which they long. 


"And," said Jove, "all those representations of infinity which 
I designedly placed in the world to deceive and satisfy men, 
and all the vague thoughts suggestive of happiness, which I 
infused into their minds, will yield to the doctrines of 
Truth. The earth, which formerly displeased them for its 
insignificance, will do so increasedly when its true 


dimensions are known, and when all the secrets of nature 
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are made manifest to them. And finally, with the 
disappearance of those Phantoms that alone gave 
brightness to existence, human life will become aimless 
and valueless. Nations and countries will lose even their 
names, for with Patriotism will vanish all incentive to 
national identities. Men will unite and form one nation and 
one people (as they will say), and will profess a universal 
love for the race. But in[Pg 11] reality there will be the least 
possible union amongst them; they will be divided into as 
many peoples as there are individuals. For having no 
special country to love, and no foreigners to hate, every 
man will hate his neighbor, and love only himself. The evil 
consequences of this are incalculable. Nevertheless, men 
will not put an end to their unhappiness by depriving 
themselves of life, because under the sway of Truth they 
will become as cowardly as miserable. Truth will increase 
the bitterness of their existence, and at the same time 
bereave them of sufficient courage to reject it." 

These words of Jove moved the gods to compassion for the 
human race. It seemed to them that so great inflictions 


were inconsistent with the divine attribute of mercy. 
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But Jove continued: "There will remain to humanity a 
certain consolation proceeding from the Phantom Love, 
which alone I purpose leaving among men. And even 
Truth, in spite of her almost omnipotence, will never quite 
prevail over Love, nor succeed in chasing this Phantom 
from the earth, though the struggle between them will be 
perpetual. Thus the life of man, divided betwixt the 
worship of Truth and Love, will consist of two epochs, 
during which these influences will respectively control his 
mind and actions. To the aged, instead of the solace of 
Love, will be granted a state of contentment with their 
existence, similar to that of other animals. They will love 
life for its own sake, not for any pleasure or profit they 


derive from it.” 


Accordingly, Jove removed the Phantoms from earth, save 
only Love, the least noble of all, and sent Truth among men 
to exercise over them perpetual rule. The consequences 
foreseen by the god were not long in making themselves 
manifest. And strange to say, whereas the spirit before her 
descent on earth, and when she had no real authority over 
men, was honored by a multitude of temples and sacrifices, 


her presence had the[Pg 12] effect of cooling their 
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enthusiasm on her behalf. With the other gods this was not 
so; the more they made themselves manifest, the more 
they were honored; but Truth saddened men, and 
ultimately inspired them with such hatred that they refused 
to worship her, and only by constraint rendered her 
obedience. And whereas formerly, men who were under 
the especial influence of any one of the ancient Phantoms, 
used to love and revere that Phantom above the others, 
Truth was detested and cursed by those over whom she 
gained supreme control. So, unable to resist her tyranny, 
men lived from that time in the complete state of misery, 
which is their fate in the present day, and to which they are 


eternally doomed. 


But not long ago, pity, which is never exhausted in the 
minds of the gods, moved Jove to compassionate the 
wretchedness of mortals. He noticed especially the 
affliction of certain men, remarkable for their high intellect, 
and nobility, and purity of life, who were extraordinarily 
oppressed by the sway of Truth. Now in former times, 
when Justice, Virtue, and the other Phantoms directed 
humanity, the gods had been accustomed at times to visit 


the earth, and sojourn with men for awhile, always on such 
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occasions benefiting the race, or particular individuals, in 
some especial manner. But since men had become so 
debased, and sunk in wickedness, they had not deigned to 
associate with them. Jove therefore, pitying our condition, 
asked the immortals whether any one of them would visit 
the earth as of old, and console men under their calamities, 
especially such as seemed undeserving of the universal 
affliction. All the gods were silent. At length Love, the son 
of celestial Venus, bearing the same name as the Phantom 
Love, but very different in nature and power, and the most 
compassionate of the immortals, offered himself for the 
mission proposed by Jove. This deity was so beloved by the 
other gods, that hitherto they had never allowed him to[Pg 
13] quit their presence, even for a moment. The ancients 
indeed imagined that the god had appeared to them from 
time to time; but it was not so. They were deceived by the 
subterfuges and transformations of the Phantom Love. The 
deity of the same name first visited mankind after they 


were placed under the empire of Truth. 


Since that time the god has rarely and briefly descended, 
because of the general unworthiness of humanity, and the 


impatience with which the celestials await his return. When 
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he comes on earth he chooses the tender and noble hearts 
of the most generous and magnanimous persons. Here he 
rests for a short time, diffusing in them so strange and 
wondrous a sweetness, and inspiring them with affections 
so lofty and vigorous, that they then experience what is 
entirely new to mankind, the substance rather than the 
semblance of happiness. Sometimes, though very rarely, he 
brings about the union of two hearts, abiding in them both 
simultaneously, and exciting within them a reciprocal 
warmth and desire. All within whom he dwells beseech him 
to effect this union; but Jove forbids him to yield to their 
entreaties, save in very few instances, because the 
happiness of such mutual love approaches too nearly to the 


felicity of the immortals. 


The man in whom Love abides is the happiest of mortals. 
And not only is he blessed by the presence of the deity, but 
he is also charmed by the old mysterious Phantoms, which, 
though removed from the lot of men, by Jove's permission 
follow in the train of Love, in spite of the great opposition 
of Truth, their supreme enemy. But Truth, like all the other 
genii, is powerless to resist the will of the gods. And, since 


destiny has granted to Love a state of eternal youth, the god 
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can partially give effect to that first desire of men, that they 
might return to the happiness of their childhood. In the 
souls he inhabits, Love awakens and vivifies, so long as ha 
stays there, the boundless hopes, and the sweet and fine[Pg 
14] illusions of early life. Many persons, ignorant and 
incapable of appreciating Love, vituperate and affront the 
god, even to his face. But he disregards these insults, and 
exacts no vengeance for them, so noble and compassionate 
is his nature. Nor do the other gods any longer trouble 
themselves about the crimes of men, being satisfied with 
the vengeance they have already wrought on the human 
race, and the incurable misery which is its portion. 
Consequently, wicked and blasphemous men suffer no 
punishment for their offenses, except that they are 
absolutely excluded from being partakers of the divine 


favors. 


10. King Parikshit Maharaja - Some 
logic and Fatalism 


Mahabharata is based on real events, is one of the 
arguments which I came across in social media. I believed 


what is been telecasted in television is true. A psychological 
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study tells that we tend organize the events as if the 
memories are vivid. It’s the same case. There has been 
many episodes and I might not have watched everything in 
detail or would have ignored the details and craved for the 
heroism of the Pandavas and me being right, that is having 
shown correct judgment in the end by placing the faith on 
the right side and so on. But still for the argument sake, 
why did I believe, the whole story to be true? I might have 
wanted to synthesize the data I gathered (through school 
education, television programs, testimony(sabda) of others 
including parents-the epistemic belief, a way of leading life) 
and overall, I decided to be positive and happy about life; 
believe, there is a purpose in life and whatever been 
telecasted sounded reasonable to me, there is a divine 
being unknown to me and that the life has a force. This can 
be considered as thesis. Now say if I have a new data, what 
is quite opposite, anti-thesis, getting the knowledge through 
the same means but of opposite in nature, the way I react 
will be different and will simply state, things are beyond my 
comprehension or might try to synthesize or both. In its 
extremity(overzealous, excess passion), everything 
becomes questionable, thereby spoiling the tranquility 


within. I didn't believe in the stories which I heard in 
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childhood, as recent historic events and revolutions, find 


an inkling and contemplation. 


I bought Devdutt Patnaik's book, "Jaya, An Illustrated 
Retelling of the Mahabharata" during the anti-thesis period, 
rejecting the stories as such serving no real purpose and 
full of myth. I found it difficult to contain my thoughts and 
was carrying on the duties like a machine (Deus ex 
machina), as I had no idea what exactly I liked. Whatever is 
been presented as an argument, I accepted most likely 
except for the myths and tradition, which I considered as 
outdated and have no relevance, for no good reason and 
fault. (After a few tough years) Now, I am re-reading the 
book and there is a sudden delight in finding some data and 
sharing the details (blogging- I was at loss of words then). 
The book is an anthology of events (small stories) and it 
begins with Parikshit Maharaja of Srimad Bhagavatam 
(which I started to read recently) who is been cursed to be 
bitten by snake within a week by a sage's disciple who saw 
the king make a mockery of his guru, by placing a dead 
snake over while he was on meditation. The king had 
requested the sage for water after having been on a hunting 


spree for a week and been thirsty; but the sage was not all 
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ears then, as he was in some deep mystic thoughts. Ifthe 
incident is real, belief vs disbelief is the reason why the 
incident would have taken place. The king believed, there is 
no such thing as deep meditation. And he is an Epicurean 
(happy) and pragmatic person. How could a rishi(sage) 
attain such perfection in his meditation? I too had the same 
doubt, while I was young, after having watched the 
idealism projected. I tried out meditation standing on one 
leg, trying to live without food and water for a day or two, 
trying to contain breathing activity. If the sage can, so can I, 
was my belief. There was also TV programs like Junoon, 
Raja aur Rancho, where people doubted others; So, I did 
try out doubting the real-life events too; the credibility of 
people and other possibilities. My mind is a tabla rasa(a 
blank slate), where I tried writing out everything. Calming 
my mind, looks like an enormous challenge as I don't want 
to lose time, that I think might be wasting on others. I 
think, Iam the smartest person in the world, knowing 
every know-how. The king should have had the same belief; 
if the senses are real, then everyone should have the same 
senses; he might or might not have tried out the other 
possibilities of how sages do meditation or worship. I 


worked with a logic, which might be flawed due to the 
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change in time periods, but still, it's a valid method of 


reasoning. 


So, who is King Parikshit? He comes in the ancestry of 
Pandavas; he is the grandson of Arjuna and son of 
Abhimanyu. It is mentioned in the book that, he had put in 
plenty of safety around the kingdom and asked for every 
person or thing that comes through the gate to be checked, 
but in spite of that, while he was about to eat some fruit, a 
serpent which had hidden itself in it, bit him from the 
inside. But Srimad Bhagavadam tells the story of the 
acceptance of fatalism and determinism which King 
Parikshit had come to terms with having done a blunder 
and listens to the various stories from Mahabharata, from 
the sage's son and thereby he attained a peaceful death on 


the seventh day. Which one could be the actual?

Dionysus, son 
of Semele, is the god of wine, dance and pleasure, of 
irrationality and chaos, representing passion, emotions and 
instincts.(Courtesy: Wikipedia). Whether they form the part 
of the same entity or are different Gods is a different matter 
of debate. In current day scenario in 2023 AD, in Tamil 
Nadu and in India, there are different deities; Gods are 
given the role of giving the blessings that the devotees ask 
for with pure intentions. Among the blessings, couples 
might ask for a child (fertility for the family tree to grow). If 
tantric practices are to be considered Dionysian, they are 
mostly separated from temple worship(except for some

Does God know the world? (as such everything happening 


everywhere) W: Does God include the world? (is the world 


part of God) (based on Stanford’s Encyclopedia of 
Philosophy) 


Apollonian and Dionysian are contrasting forces with one 
another, and if they are taken as some reference 
markers(dyes) in an Affymatrix microarray protein 
expression test chip, then they would glow brightly in their 
respective colours. Normal human life which was 
mentioned as could be kept in balance would be a 


combination of the two colours. 


This theory of opposites can be extended to science and 
philosophy. In Chinese philosophy yin-yang is told as as 
opposite, interconnected concepts.

13. Famous Violinist Thought 
Experiment wonderfully rewritten by 
Andrew Ignacious 


“Faith moves mountains, but you have to keep pushing while 
you are praying.” - Mason Cooley 


Imagine awakening in a room, disoriented and bewildered. 

Your memory offers no explanation for your current 

situation, and the surroundings are unfamiliar. Gradually, 
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you observe an array of medical equipment in the vicinity, 
connected to your body through tubes and cables. To your 
astonishment, you discover yourself linked to another 
individual, none other than a renowned violinist with a 
terminal kidney ailment. 


As you piece together the events, it becomes clear that you 
were an honored guest at an event organized by the Society 
of Music Lovers. During the event, the story of this 
exceptional violinist unfolded - a talent imperiled by an 
urgent need for medical intervention. The Society had 
scoured the globe for a compatible blood and genetic 
match, leading them to you. 


Reviewing the scattered medical records, it is evident that 
the Society of Music Lovers went to great lengths to secure 
the necessary resources for the violinist's recovery. A 
concerned doctor enters the room and informs you of the 
Society's actions: you were drugged and forcibly taken, 
your circulatory system now intricately connected to the 
violinist's. Your healthy kidney is vital for removing toxins 
from the violinist's bloodstream, facilitating his recovery. 
Regrettably, the process is projected to span about 40 
weeks. 


Expressing remorse for the Society's actions, the doctor 
conveys that disconnecting you from the violinist would 
result in his demise. However, the doctor urges that the 
violinist's right to life supersedes your autonomy over your 
body. Hence, you find yourself unable to sever the 
connection. 
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This conceptual scenario hails from the famed philosopher 
Judith Jarvis Thomson's renowned work 'In Defense of 
Abortion.' The experiment endeavors to replicate certain 
aspects of pregnancy within an alternate context. The aim 
is to examine how moral considerations relevant to 
abortion can be applied to a distinct but morally analogous 
situation. 


Thomson's central inquiry is straightforward: Are you 
morally obligated to accept this situation? Must you remain 
connected? Thomson suggests that many individuals would 
vehemently reject the idea of enduring nine months of 
involuntary medical interdependence due to abduction and 
drugging. Strikingly, this parallels the stance of those 
opposing abortion, even in cases resulting from rape. 


The potency of this thought experiment lies in its 
adaptability, enabling the exploration of diverse scenarios. 
For instance, situations where the person's life is 
jeopardized by the connection or where they endure 
significant discomfort or confinement. 


Thomson's primary objective, however, is not to scrutinize 
countless variations to judge the permissibility of abortion 
on a case-by-case basis. Rather, the experiment seeks to 
underscore the flaw in the doctor's final argument - the 
presumption that the violinist's right to life obligates you to 
remain connected for nine months. 


According to Thomson, the right to life is more accurately 
described as a right 'not to be unjustly killed.' This 
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perspective highlights the difficulty in claiming 
entitlements over others based solely on the right to life. 


Interestingly, Thomson's 1971 argument allows room for 
ethical considerations regarding abortion. She adjusts her 
scenario, proposing an hour of connection instead of nine 
months. In this case, given the relatively minor 
inconvenience, refraining from assisting the violinist might 
be deemed wrong, not due to a right to use your circulatory 
system, but due to considerations linked to virtue ethics. 


Thomson's thought experiment holds the power to foster 
genuine, thoughtful discourse on a complex, charged topic 
in a relatively secure environment. This distancing effect 
allows for contemplation without the immediate emotional 
weight of the real-life issue. However, this value depends on 
the extent to which Thomson's analogy truly mirrors the 
experience of an unwanted pregnancy. Critics and 
advocates of abortion alike may question aspects of 
Thomson's argument. 


Nonetheless, Thomson's paper endures as an essential 
contribution to the ethical discourse surrounding abortion, 
serving as a model for constructing cogent, meticulous 
arguments.

This fallacy occurs when your opponent over-simplifies or 
misrepresents your argument (i.e., setting up a "straw 
man") to make it easier to attack or refute. Instead of fully 
addressing your actual argument, speakers relying on this 
fallacy present a superficially similar — but ultimately not 
equal — version of your real stance, helping them create the 


illusion of easily defeating you. (Courtesy: https://

Example Scenario: 


Person 1: Love is an experience to be had once in a lifetime 


and it makes life happy. 
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Counter Argument: 

Over- Simplification process and SMF: Everything 
passes on and if love passes, what will happen to life? Isn’t 
life more important than love? Then why is love promoted 
more ? If attraction blooms based on skin 
color(perceptions), then could it be called true love? So, 
how can it be generalized and told it will make life happy? 
Person 1: Sorry, I meant if all things go right and mutual 
coincidences happen, then love makes life beautiful, happy 


and it is an once in a lifetime. 


Example Scenario2: 


Person 1: I am proud to be a vegetarian and I will 
recommend that to all 

Counter Argument: 

Over- Simplification process and SMF: Plants also have 
lives and they too breathe. So, how does killing plants be 
better than an animal life? 

Person 1: I meant, Iam proud to consume vegetables than 
animals, where the animals are tortured and bled, and I 
hope in turn, it doesn’t bring up the question of if animals 


are treated well, sedated with no human harm causing 
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substance and then killed, will it be correct to consume 
animal food or meat grown in lab, could it be allowed? As 
there are no guarantees of this process and not interested 
in knowing the process, and there is no need to test the 


belief, I will happily continue to be a vegetarian. 


Example Scenario3: 


Person 1: President has declared war on the opposite 
country. 

Person 2: But isn’t war bad and not be allowed as per 
international peace treaties and organizations? 

Persont: There is no harm in defending the homeland and 
in the process helping people ease the nerves/anxieties. It 
also motivates the people by standing in unison against 


external threats. Also there is no perpetual peace. 


There are many more fallacies and this fallacy is 


mentioned just as an illustration. 
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15. Propositions, Set Theory, Logic 
Gates, Genetic Algorithms and 
Categorization 


Doubtless some philosophers have had all sorts of wisdom 


except common sense - Will Durant 


In Philosophy of Logic, propositions are statements, some 


truths or negativity about truths, confirming the bias. 


President Mr.Kennedy was assassinated. - Assertion/ 
Proposition- Truth. It could be stated as K, which means K is 


true. 


A tilda or a hypen in front of K, makes it a negation statement, 


which means K is not true. 


P1: All great philosophers think extremely well. 
P2: Mr. Socrates is a great philosopher. 


C: Therefore Mr.Socrates thinks extremely well. 


In the above example, all three statements are propositions. 
The first two propositions(P1 and P2) are known as premises, 
forming the argument and the last proposition is the 


conclusion. This method of arriving at a conclusion, using two 
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or more propositions as argument is called, ‘Syllogism’. P1 is a 
universal proposition and hence it is a major premise and P2 is 


a specific case and it is a minor premise. 


Next step is the representation in mathematics through set 


theory terms.Symbols are indicated in brackets. 


All(W) great philosophers(X) are present such that, all 
are(belongs to € good thinkers(T)) and Mr. Socrates(S) 
belongs(€) to the class of great philosophers(X) and 


therefore(..) he is a good thinker. 
It could be represented as, 


WX/ XET, SEX, +. SET 


The same could be represented in terms of BASIC or any 
computer programming logic, through if else statements. In 
higher order, logic gates with AND combinations and further 
neural networks or genetic algorithms, based on training data 
provided and score matching, best fit respectively. It could be 
simplified as the world works on incremental logic system 
from lower order to a higher order, and it has worked 
chronologically over the centuries. The same could be said of 
Aristotle's classification of first principles, ontology into 
categories and then the categories having got expanded to 
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various branches of science- zoology, botany, physics,

There is Catch-22 paradox, Barber’s paradox, 
Raven’s paradox, Curry’s paradox, Liar’s paradox, Ship of 
Theseus paradox and many more. Catch-22 paradox is for 
example, when someone is in need of something, it can 


only be had by not having it. An example cited is, a soldier 
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who wanted to be declared insane to avoid combat, will be 
deemed not insane for that very rationalism he exhibits. 
This catch-22 paradox could also be extended to monks, 
who in order to understand the world have to renounce the 
very world that they live in. Liar’s paradox is if a person 
says, I am from a place where people always speak lies or 
this sentence is false; How are they to be trusted and 
proceeded?. Curry’s paradox is a claim that is asserted 
based on an arbitrary condition. For example, if India wins 
the cricket match against West Indies today, then China 
borders India. The antecedent(first part before if) will have 
no relation to what follows if(consequent). Also consequent 
need not be always true, it could be a false statement as 
well. Barber’s paradox is, “A male barber shaves all and 
only those men who do not shave themselves. Does he 
shave himself?” Ship of Theseus paradox is based on Greek 
history, “ If all the parts of a famous ship Theseus are 
replaced one by one over a period of time, is it still the 
same original famous ship?” It could be extended to a man

defined. Oxymorons is a figure of speech, which has two 
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contradictory words put together side by side, but is 
meaningful. For example: pretty ugly, wise fool, awfully 
good, cruel kindness, found missing, clearly 
misunderstood, definitely maybe, alone together are some 
oxymorons.

18. Natural Numbers in Mathematics- 
A Brief History - Classification and 
Organization 


In mathematical logic, the works of Richard Dedekind and 


Guiseppe Peano in 19th century (around 1880’s) helped to 
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formulate the axioms for natural numbers(numbers 
starting from O), when language of logic in mathematics 
was not fully developed. The set of axioms are called 
Peano’s axioms or Peano’s postulates or Dedekind- Peano 
axioms. By Peano’s postulates. the logic in number theory 
arose and also, notations(symbols) such as belongs to ‘€’ in 
set theory arose. Here are the axioms: 

1. Oisanatural number. 
Peano's original formulation of the axioms used 1 instead of 


O as the "first" natural number 
The next four axioms describe the equality relation. 


2. For every natural number x, x = x. This equality is 
known as reflexive. 

3. For all natural numbers x and y, if x = y, then y = x. 
This equality is symmetric. 

4. For all natural numbers x, y and z, ifx =y and y=z, 
then x = z. That is, equality is known as transitive. 

5. For allaandD, if bis a natural number and a = b, 
then a is also a natural number. That is, the natural 


numbers are closed under equality. 
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The remaining axioms define the arithmetical properties of 
the natural numbers. The naturals are assumed to be 


closed under a single-valued “successor function” S. 


6. For every natural number n, S(n) (i.e. succeeding 
number) is a natural number. That is, the natural 
numbers are closed under S. 

7. For all natural numbers m and n, if S(m) = S(n), if 
succeeding number of m equals succeeding number 
of n, then m =n. 

8. For every natural number n, S(n) = O is false. That is, 
there is no natural number whose successor is O. 

The intuitive notion that each natural number can be 
obtained by applying successor sufficiently often to zero 
requires an additional axiom, which is sometimes called 


the axiom of induction. 


9. IfKisaset such that: 
o ©6©©Oisin K, and 
o for every natural number n, n being in K 
implies that S(n) is in K, then K contains every 
natural number. 
This last axiom is been expanded and defined for addition, 


multiplication. Addition and multiplication are the main 
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operators that are to be considered as, subtraction and 


division can be defined as their inverses.

19. Infinite regress, past life regression 
and an infinite logic loop in

Virtue, the embodiment of elevated moral principles, 
stands in stark contrast to vice, defined by its wicked and 
immoral behavior. This dichotomy draws a parallel to the 
very essence of regress, which not only gives birth to a 
continuous journey but, paradoxically, also leads to 
potential contradiction. [2] For example, in case of past life 


regression, the principle leading the regression say a drug 
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or questionable methods of treatments may cause 
dependency or the feeling of anxiety and confusion, also 
may lead to a point, where the inception is not known 
clearly. In case of infinite regress in general in philosophy, 
an example cited is Plato’s Theory of Forms, where if two 
things are similar in nature, sharing certain similar 
features, then they may have more things in common, 
leading to infinite regress. [2] It is argued that this is a vice, 
a wicked or immoral thing as infinite pondering/search is 
being conducted with no proper knowledge and sometimes 
the perception of stability of an object, thing or life or mind 
in general is getting affected in the process. The argument 
could be made simpler wherein a computer programming 
language is asked to do a task, such as print numbers in an 
infinite loop statement and it never stops. It continues to 
print numbers and only the user gets sick or tired of it and 
he considers that as gibberish after it’s amusement period 
is over*. The computer in case of infinite regress is the 
user’s mind, the programming language is the method and 
past life regression is the computer program and he 
shouldn’t let it be part of any experiment for any good 
reason, however sound the reason might be, is my personal 


view point. Just as a skilled gardener tends to a garland's 
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blooms, the mindful navigation of these interconnected 
concepts can lead to personal growth, while undue probing 
might result in disarray. This viewpoint underscores the 
importance of recognizing the limits of exploration and 
respecting the well-being of the explorers, ensuring that the 
fascinating journey does not compromise the sanctity of 
the voyage itself.

20. Number systems - Ancient and 
Computer Age 


Number systems have moved from the use of fingers and 
tally marks(ex: 1111 for 4, 11 for 2), to the use of sets of 
glyphs(specific shape or design) able to represent any 
conceivable number efficiently. [1] Octal systems involved 
use of 8 as base, hexadecimal the use of 16 as base, ternary 
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with 3 as base, sexagenary the base 60 and so many more. 
This article is a quick summary of how addition and 
multiplication works for different number systems. Unary is 
basic natural number with base as 1 and it is different from 
other systems as it does not involve O. Base or radix is 
defined as the number of unique digits in that system 
including zero. Binary has O and 1 as the digits, ternary has 
O, 1 and 2 as the digits, octal has 0-7, decimal has 10 from 
0-9. For a computer science graduate, how the system is 
and how the multiplication table works, the person might 
be familiar with the systems. For those people, this article 
is just a quick revision of some history, number 
equivalents, multiplication and where these systems are 


used and all others, it will be information worth reading. 


If in decimal, 1+1 is 2, 1+3 is 4, since binary has O,1 as the 
numbers, 1+1 is denoted by 10, which is the equivalent to 3 
as 10 comes after the first two binary numbers O and 1. 
Other arithmetic operations work similarly, except the 
numbers corresponding change. For ternary, octal systems 
the operations work similarly, the symbols or notations 


differ. 
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So, where does each number system work? Following are 
with respect to ancient civilizations: Proto- 
cuneiform(Mesopotamia), Babylonian, Sumerian numerals 
had 10(decimal) & 60(sexagenary) as base, Egyptian, 
Indian, Greek, Hebrew and many other systems had 
10(decimal) as the base, Mayan had 5 &20 as their decimal. 
Apart from the known number systems of octal, 
hexadecimal, binary used in computing, there are systems 


like quadravigesimals with base 24(comprising numbers 


0-9 and alphabets A-N), used in 24 hour time keeping and 
also there are non-integer bases, negative bases and even 


complex bases.

Definitions:

He might have applied some 
principle of filtering out the data and having only good 
information for his living. So, by individualism the 
individual’s actions should be favored, as it could be argued 
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he has found his path of light of living life happily and 
simply. Also, it is to be noted that, he lives with others, not 
alone. He grows, becomes a big man and has new 
responsibilities. But, at some point due to his negligence or 
scrupulousness, he decides to analyze the data that he has 
filtered out. Is he right in his beliefs? This creates tantrums 
and restlessness in his life. Religion seems to be the remedy 
that will work, but he is not contended as he continuously 
longs for reason for all the problems and other ways of life. 
Why are all the things happening? So based on his actions, 
thoughts someone else watches and copies or is affected by 
his behavior. So, even though he is grateful for having 
enjoyed the benefits of the society, there is now a guilt 
consciousness and with some burden at heart, should he 
pursue individualism through arts, knowledge by social 
seclusion or favor collectivism or favor the right mix, wait 
for sometime, find a teacher and then proceed on with 


life(which is pragmatism)? 


22. Appearances can be deceptive- A 
discussion 
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Fictional movies and books have many twists and turns, 
where new villains appear and when the protagonist asks 
for the reason, he will get to know that a person has 
changed his color/nature. In reality, are people like 
chameleons? They do tend to change their nature, but how 
often? People based on experience and their longing, will 
like stability and mental calmness. If some outside force is 
to disturb that calmness, they try to curb that force through 
means known to them; by force or calling supernatural 
powers. And at the end of the story, good prevails over bad; 
the protagonist wins, whoever he considers enemies and 
smiles. Will the smile last? Is he really good at heart? If the 
world is made by God, then why does the protagonist faces 
all these odds; shouldn’t he be happy in a quieter 
environment, living his life happily? Sometimes in the 
story, there looks a genuine protagonist facing all odds in 
the society be it sexual harassment at work place, jealousy 
from coworkers and works for the family where there are 
brothers who find difficult to find jobs, difficult to manage 
family members and there are times when the protagonist 
works for the country, fighting enemies beyond borders, 
gunning them down, being a kind of motivation for others, 


who watch and aspire. There are other sinister stories 
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involving conniving plots maybe political, personal or 
psychological. Everything works as good wakeup calls for 
reality; be alive, there are numerous enemies unknown to 
you and so, don’t take it personal. Having just one personal 
opinion/belief and then living the life is not going to help 
the life. Can a person bravely face the enemy against odds? 
In the Mahabharata, the enemy appears in the form of own 
kith and kin and there was a guide in the form of Krishna 
who asked to battle the odds for the Pandavas. In modern 
day, it could be said that certain events telecasted through 
telecommunications act as a source of motivation for facing 
the odds in the society, but it also nevertheless acts in 
behavioral change on occasions. The person who stares at 
the sea, stares all along, and one who is brave enough finds 
a way to cross the ocean. Should the way be analyzed like 
should a person like King Yudhishtra, one who has not 
spoken lies ever and has followed many virtues, used a 
strategy like uttering lies in the battlefield about 
Ashwathama’s death, make his opponent ‘Dronacharya’ 
weak and then kill? John Lyly in his Euphues has stated 
that, “Everything is fair in war and love”. It could be said 
that, it is a paraphrase of other early texts such as Sun 


Tzu’s, “Art of War” , Chanakya’s(also known as Kautilya) 
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“Artha Saasthra”, Greek’s, “Trojan war” and perhaps some 
Shakespearean romantic tragedies. In the movie, “Judas 
and the Black Messiah”, there is a quote that, “War is 
politics with bloodshed and Politics is war without 
bloodshed”. In the current era, based on capitalism it has 
been extended to, “Everything is fair in war, love and 
business”. So, life has to be lived with less speculations, 
introspections but with practical wisdom, in a perhaps 
difficult to understand world that could be in a way 


paraphrased as a deceptive world. 


23. Can one imitate others ?-a 
mathematical perspective 


In mathematics, there are concepts called rings, fields 
and groups, which are part of abstract algebra, also known 
as modern algebra. I saw a beautiful video demonstration 
of how what looks like totally dissimilar figures are in a way 
geometrically same. It is only some transformations, 
tweaks here and there that makes one figure look like 
totally a different one. So, say each geometrical figure is 


unique, they have minds and have certain degrees of 
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freedom in space, i.e. radical transformation to say a linear, 
homogenous, linked many chain structure or exhibiting 
polymorphism(many shapes) like the robots with the bad 
chip shown in Director Shankar’s , ‘Robot’ movie is not 
possible and also not required but may sometimes happen 
through incremental steps over a long time period if 
patience and effort is shown aided by less distractions, in 
philosophical terms a kind of German idealism. For this 
geometrical shape to exhibit its mettle(strength), it is 
essential that it is aided by other geometrical shapes that 
are similar in existence in that space, under natural 
circumstances. 

Here comes the story of imitation: At one point of time, a 
simple geometrical figure which was in a way happy of its 
existence, thinks of why not try to radically transform into 
some superior geometrical figure, by aspiration. In 
layman’s terms, it could be said as excelling in a field and 
achieving name and fame. It doesn’t realize that the 
geometrical figure with which it is trying to compare and 
imitate has a different complexity, shape and exists in a 
different space. So it tries to copy the 
transformations(actions) of that figure and expect the result 


of that geometrical transformational stability, 
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acknowledgment, happiness. The figure which had 
undergone so many transformations from its beginning 
slowly reaching its stability, even though looks stable on the 
outside with right credentials seems to have lost its 
confidence on the inside. “Many strokes fell mighty oaks” 
(Fl) 2_afl benrcvemws Lileta& Gib) happened. So, is it the fault 
of the system for showing the existence of various shapes 
and figures or is it the fault of the geometrical shape to 
assume that it has its uniqueness, flexibility and perhaps 
may be possible for it to perform, transform such similar 
stunts and thereby achieve its stability, name, fame etc or 
the fault of other shapes to have flexed their muscles to 
extraordinary lengths by desire, motivation, belief or 


perhaps other extraneous factors? 


24. Fundamentalism, Virtues and the 
Middle Path 


Fundamentalism in religion involves strict adherence to 
the beliefs, testaments and practices, in spite of outside 
criticism. Why should anyone change a belief system that is 
formed? And what is an outside force(an individual or an 
organization) that can comment, misinterpret the 
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hermeneutics process or not know anything about 
hermeneutics but can have everything under scrutiny 
based on free will and individualism, that could be simply 
based on joining a bandwagon. If the person analyzes and 
finds there is no merit in the criticism and leaves, he could 
find himself in no man’s land. It could start off as 
something radical, big, but spirals down to a point where a 
person joining a particular cause of something big might 
find himself in a spot of bother, as chances of his privacy 
been invaded are greater with opponents created. There 
could be no end as it could continue for longer than he 
desires and take a toll on him through mental trauma, and 
anxieties. This scenario need not be confined only to 
attacking any particular religion; It could be extended to 
person or a community, that simply likes to live in peace 
without unnecessary participation in political affairs but 
somehow gets pulled. How can a person be mindful ? There 
are various answers that props up; yoga, breathing, 
exercising, reading good books, meditating, gardening, 
cooking, tending to any activity that keeps the mind 
occupied. Also, knowing the virtues is good, but does 
analyzing the virtues, case by case scenario, sticking to its 


extreme form is a kind of perfection that can be stated as 
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fundamentalism? It all then comes down to middle path, as 
Buddha advocated, but simply staring at it or living by it 
throughout, is also a difficult task, as there is a need to 


make certain compromises, in spite of living by the ideals. 


25. An user identity- privacy 
protection - Real and online 


In the book, “The Monk and The Riddle”, it is been 
mentioned that as internet grows, a few people are unable 
to distinguish between what is real and the internet. So, 
with continuous time spent in internet, most cases, the 
identity is lost due to data breaches, hacks, carelessness, 
improper encryption etc. Trust could be questioned, in 
spite of assurances and fighting the odds for the goods is a 
fairytale that could be told to children. Are there enough 
backup plans? Can people know each other properly to rely 
on one another based on assurances given over a 
telecommunication line, to be like pen friends? There is a 
line in the movie, “The Italian Job”, where one of the 
characters announce, “I trust humans, but don’t trust the 


devil inside them”. Can I as a person, go on the streets, find 
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a random stranger and say, “Hi, How are you? My name is X 
and work for this company Y. How about you?”, or I see 
there is a community meeting in the park, where I see a few 
people gathered and boldly talk in front of them 
announcing my name, credentials and see other people. 
Both sorts of announcements have their drawbacks, as i) 
Nobody will be interested in becoming a friend and sort out 
personal issues. ii) Even if a person does that, there will be 
a skepticism about the person, on lines similar to the quote 
from, “The Italian Job” movie. iii) The credibility of the 
club/meetup has to be taken into account. Who is 
organizing, what reputation they have and who are the 
participants? In one stroke, it could be struck by people 
that internet is safe and doesn’t do anything with all these 
data that is been gathered and the remaining questions also 
will be ignored, based on suggestions or past experiences 
or for the sake of explorations. Say for example, in a 
gaming site, for free game play, quickly create a username, 
give the date of birth, give other identifying information 
and enjoy the free account. Creating a username is difficult 
at the beginnings(now there are auto-generated usernames) 
where creativity will be tested, faking date of birth means 


lying(As the checkbox, ‘All Information are accurate to my 
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knowledge’) which might be against principles, but by 
practice one gets accustomed to. As time progresses, 
certain features like sim cards or sites like trading bitcoins, 
might require additional information such as driving 
license, Aadhaar ID(Indian Social Security Number), PAN 
card number, where bulk of people are willing to stand in 
queues to get the SIM card, or friends/people willing to give 
the information to the sites in order to have other income 
earning opportunities. Are there any regulations in place? 
Have the firms been given permissions for carrying out 
such tasks and are the people aware of the problems that 
might arise if such information is leaked? What is the 
necessity of getting the eye and finger print information for 
Aadhaar? Why was it made compulsory? Were people 
informed? Were there awareness campaigns conducted ? 
Are there new lenses that are to be designed based on my 
eye biometrics or a clone perhaps? The weird possibilities 
are endless. Without sufficient confidence by force(through 
family compulsion), if a person is forced, then there is a 
situation. Also what if the Government which introduced 
the identification method changes ? What the next 
Government is supposed to do? Intelligence agencies will 


take care of it? Some consolation for a difficult to answer 
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question. As a citizen, whether respectable or not, whom 
should I approach if there arises inconveniences which are 
attributable to the data collection or leakage? Can an 
ordinary person working in the Government office answer 
my queries patiently? How long will this last? It is not to be 
forgotten, “Prevention is better than cure”. Does, bringing 
in the Aadhaar metric system, help catch the former 
criminals who have escaped and evaded the Police twenty, 
thirty years? Are finger prints fool proof; can it not be 
cheated based on some material? The scenario looks 
gloomy as the people who are educated and should 
question the steps taken are not getting the attention, in 


going with popularity fallacy. #Dystopian

31. Notes from philosophy of Jainism 


1. Written in Prakrit language, 24 thirthankaras(one who 
establishes a path or ford), Mahavira 24th, Parvanatha 23rd 
Lord Rishabhadeva - Ist. All thirthankaras reach moksha at 
the time of death.. Prakrit language - spoken and Sanskrit 


-refined for scholars, just like current day English and 
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Victorian English - widely accepted viewpoint. Pure Tamil 
and Spoken Tamil. 

2. Jina- Conqueror of soul’s feelings, which are believed to 
be the root cause of the problems in the world. Jaina word 
came from it. Jains are followers of the belief 

3. Rishabhadeva - 6th century BC contemporary of 
Gauthama Buddha, who was opposed to Hindu’s strict 
classification . Rishabhadeva was against the prevailing 
norms of the society, voyeurism among others; preached 
his principles, established norms, ruled and then lead an 
ascetic life. 

4. Parvanatha- ahimsa, satya, asteya(not to steal), 
aparigraha(not to own property). 

5. Mahavira - added Brahmacharya fifth vow 540 to 468 BC 
Vyshali town, Siddhartha Maharaja and Priyakarini. 30 
years householder, last 30 years ascetic, died at 72 age. 12 
years of ascetic life with equanimity, performing long and 
hard penances(self-inflicted punishments, for the 
commitments which he thought he had committed). He 
passed twelve years of ascetic life and attained 
omniscience. The day he became Jina is celebrated as 
Mahavira Jayanthi or some other festival nearer to Diwali. 


The Jains also follow lunar calendar. 
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6. Bhakta-parijna - due to attachment that a person 
commits violence, utters lies, commits theft, indulges in sex 
and develops a yearning for unlimited hoarding. He 
established four fold order - monks, nuns, male lay- 
votaries(A person who lives a religious life according to 
vows they have made is called a votary- might be a happy 
life, self-satisfied due to the realisation of human finitude, 
helplessness, endless skepticism , confusion that the world 
throws in and longing for wisdom/community/peace ), 
female votaries. (Unlike nowadays(in many religions), 
where it is been portrayed as idealism and mass hysteria ?) 
7. The texts of Jina’s religion was formally made into 
cannons after approximately thousand years of Mahavir’s 
death; 6th century of the Christian era. Monk Devarddhi 
Ksamasramana presided over the council in Gujarat. 

8. The canon is as follows: 

i) twelve angas or limbs compiled by his Ganadharas(chief 
disciple of thirthankaras)- treat the life of the monks; made 
up of sermons on various themes of importance the Jains- 
what comes from the mouth of the Lord. There are twelve 
angas/parts, collectively known as Dwadashangi- Aacharang 


sutra foremost. Other well known are Sutrakritang, 
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Samavayang, Sthanang and Vyakhya Pragnapti(Bhagavati 
Sutra). 

ii) Upangas(sub-section) for each of the angas- dogmatic 
and mythological. Additional angas compiled by the seers. 
These are considered secondary. These are twelve in 
number. The angas and upangas must have been completed 
by Jambuswami, second successor to Lord Mahavira. 

iii) Ten Painnas or ‘Scattered pieces’ - prose and verses. - 
deal almost every topic of interest to the Jains. 

iv) The six Cheya-Suttas(Sutras)- like Vinaya-pitaka of the 
Pali Buddhist canon. Contain ancient material. Kalpa-Sutra 
representative of the section- written by great Jain 
Bhadrabahu, sixth head of the movement after Mahavira. 
v) Two Individual texts is an encyclopedia of everything 
that should be known by a Jain monk 

vi) Four Mula-Suttas . Uttradhyana-Sutra - sermons, 
proverbs, advice to students, counsel to monks, nuns 
parables, dialogues and ballads 

9. Concept of God- Even though there might be an 
omniscient God, ‘Ishvara’, every man can reach perfection 
or reach God by removal of sins or purification, through 
actions. They hold Thirthankaras as their guides. By 


uttering the name of God, the ancestors guide them to 
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perfection is one of their beliefs. (Aurobindo too has 
written of the Vedas similarly) God is one who has 
removed all the Karmas. By constant practice of spiritual 
discipline, spiritual right knowledge and right conduct, one 
can ultimately attain perfection. As the lay community 
increased, there increased ritual practices and ceremonies. 
10. Concept of Soul: Karma principle, Every Jiva is 
eternally associated with ajiva because of Karman. The 
limitations are due to the individual body, the matter 
substances which infect the soul and overpower its natural 
qualities. The karma creates a craving and passion that seek 
satisfaction. The bondage is created in thought; internal or 
ideal bondage - bhava bandha, its effect in material- dravya- 


bandha.

For example, in a figure, all there will be present are dotted 
lines, but the mind rushes to conclude that it is of some 
geometric figure. Below is an example: mind tends to 
conclude the figures as square, circle and triangle, based on 


the experience of organizing and classification. 
Gestalt psychology was developed in response to school of 


structuralism in psychology. Structuralism analyzes basic 


thoughts and feelings, that combined to create complex

phenomena in the mind. Logos of companies have also 


been designed based on Gestalt psychology. 
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In the above figure, in the logos, there is something 
missing in the design, be it the peacock in the first logo, s in 
the second logo, the missing apple piece in apple logo, 
there is a contrast of black and white, but the mind is able 
to grasp/understand(or tries to see) the whole meaning. 
This could be said as a trained mind, an active mind. It is 
trained to not bother about intricacies; it has time to 
appreciate the content to a certain degree and not further. 
It can stop for a minute and then proceed. Here is another 


example of the Gestalt Psychology: 


In the above figure, there are two figures, one in the 
foreground and one in the background, with contrasting 
colors. So, both images can be grasped or any one image 
can be grasped. In an investigation, with missing pieces of 
information, if one tends to go with the obvious suspect 
with the obvious motive, based on experience, then it 
could be stated that it is Gestalt psychology, though 
advanced computer training methods such as Artificial 


Neural Networks, Machine Learning Model could also be

used, wherein the outliers tend to get omitted by the

In Advaita Vedanta, Adi Shankaracharya has stated, “The

It could be a turtle, Chota Bheem, Jerry the 
mouse, Home Alone protagonist vs Tom, the cat or a panda 
as in Kung-fu Panda series. 

Next phase in life in movie watching, is where a bit of 
drama unfolds, villain exists, he is bad, he does bad things, 
he gets punished in the end by the hero very badly. It is a 


recurrent movie theme at least in south. As long as it is a 
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one way communication and a belief formation, there are 
no issues. What if life presents with more villains through 
various medium of communication and the grown up adult 
wonders, are there enough cells and why so many comes 
up in first place? It is a pondering thought. Is there 
anything wrong with the thought? 

In Plato’s, ‘The Republic’, a conversation goes on this 
topic. Laws are framed only with the interest of those in 
power; an autocrat frames despotic laws, a democrat 
frames democratic laws and so on. So, by this it could be 
inferred that crimes and punishment do not have a 
complete correlation with one another. A guilty may not be 
punished at all.

Adjacent lands, same country, different 
perspectives? 
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Question: If a crime is not committed simply because of 
a fear of punishment, is he guilty? 

Answer: He is guilty for a transient time and fortunately it 
didn’t prolong. 

At least he might have escaped from guilt consciousness 
or bad karma at that particular point of time. If a person 
thinks smart and steals from each person, some smaller 
amount, with the belief that the party will not go to the 
police as it is a petty crime, in spite of his smartness, he 
might be caught on a day, goes the proverb (An old thief 
will one day be caught- Liev ret Hor ech rer 
ASU Gainer). It could just be a saying to instill belief in the 
system and law. There are unsolved murder cases with the 
killer’s identity as ‘Jack the Ripper’ and many more, if data 
presented is to be believed.

If the child 
which has grown well enough to be a big man or woman 
believes it can still perhaps wield its life through right 
thoughts, it is pen(thoughts) that is winning the battle or if 
the child investigates about the creator, it is sword(actions) 
that is winning the battle. All magical story plots somehow 
have this as the fulcrum or the basis. A pen is mightier than 
a sword here, as it’s life is all a dream like sequence in 


which the child plays. A victory for the pen! 


Scenario 3:_ A revolutionary, who has grown tired of the 
system and want to change the system. He starts writing 


stories, books, publishes them and then earns a fan 
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following, based on which a movement arises, more people 
stresses those issues and then the movement translates to 
an action against something which is wrong or evil in the 
system. It could be a polite petition or a call for radical 
reform. The person’s line of reasoning might be correct or 
might be misjudged, based on wrong interpretation of data 
or due to some of his personal failures/anguish for which 
he holds the system responsible or paid hatred. As a simple 
example, German movie ‘Die Welle’(The Wave 2008) or any 
cult figure(cult - a system of
